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MEET THE COACHES 


On the evening of November 30, 1982 at the 37th 
Pioneer Valley Soccer Officials Association Banquet, 
our own Mr. Burns was the recipient of the Larry E. 
Briggs Award. This great award was named after a 
former University of Massachusetts coach. It has been 
presented since 1946 to a person who has made great 
contributions to the sport of soccer in the Pioneer Val- 
ley.
